FAMOUS BEAUTIES WHO HAVE

Dr. Emil Reich In His Book ‘Women 
Tnrough the Ages” Telis of the Real 
Rulers Wno riavé Stood Behind 
Thrones — Masame Pompadour 
Rose From Quiet Life to Be Mis- 
tress of Versaiiles. 


A portrait gallery of women who 
have intluenceu tne destinies of the 
human race is presented by Dr, Emil 
Reich in his iutest book, ‘Women 
Through the Ages.’ One of the most 
tascinauing Couacters of whom he 
tells 1s La Musupadour, the woman 
whe caused the war which lost Can- 
ada to Krance, and subjected the 
country to some of the most humili- 
ating deicats in her history. She 
infatuated Louis XV. This unfortun- 
ate monarch had tired of his Polisi 
queen, but no other woman had suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the mastery over 
him, and it looxed very much as 
though the little affection he was 
capable of was returning to his law- 
ful spouse. ; 

For a while Louis became domestic. 
Then crossed his path the famous 
Pompadour. This woman of gracious 
demeanor and pretty to look upon 
was a consummate actress, incapable 
of sincerity, her very beauty being 
in great measure due to the artifices 
of the toilet table. She could dance, 
sing, ride, mimic. As a girl she wae 
lovely, and her mother, admiring her, 
declared, ‘She is worthy of the king,” 
remembering that when she was nine 
a fortune-teller by cards predicted 
she should rule over him, When she 
married M. d’Etioles she promised 
him never to be unfaithful except 
with the king, with which assurance 
the poor man was content. However, 
she became the fashion, and, having 
thrown herself over and over agaire 
in his path when the king was hunt- 
ing in the forest of Senart, she at- 

acted his attention, 

Ua the masked ball at the Hotel de 
Ville she came as Diana in powder, 
with her quiver on her shoulder, 2 
silver bow in her hand, For a mo- 
ment she discarded her mask and 
made as though she would shoot an 
arrow at the king, ‘My fair hunt- 
ress,” he said, ‘the features you re- 
veal are mortal.’ Whereupon she 
replaced her mask and glided into 
the crowd. 

The next step she took was to pene- 
trate the palace and demand shelter 
from her husband with the king, 
heartlessly rejecting the’ love of a 
very good and devoted man. In 
July, 1745, she showed eighty love- 
letters from her sovereign, one of 
which bore her brevet as Marquise 
de Pompadour. Installed as mistr 
at Versailles, she was actually pre 
sented at court on September 15; but 
even her audacity was troubled when 
face to face with the queen, Yet 
Marie Leezinska received her so kind- 
ly that the Pompadour could only 
stammer, “I have the most ardent 
passion, madam, to please you.” This 
s true; and, knowing the queen 
loved flowers, she took care to send 
her bouquets as often as possible; 
whereupon the queen said, ‘After 
all, if there must be a mistress, this 
one is better than most, for the king 
is less gloomy and a little less bored 
since he has been directed by Ma- 
dame de Pompadour.”

News has just come to hand by way 
of Sydney, New South Wales, of a

Jack London, the American novelist, | 
and his wife, during a cruise they 
are now making in the Pacific. 

Mr. London’s yacht, the Snark, it 
is stated, became disabled some weeks 
ago, and as the pié@tes of machinery 
required to re-equip it had to come 
from Sydney, the vessel was laid up 
on the island of Guadaleanar. Mr 
and Mrs. London subsequently de- 
cided to board a Jabor-recruiting ves- 
sel, the Minote. After joining this 
boat the novelist and his wife were 
carried one night on to the Mallua 
Reef, which is close to the dreaded | 
cannibal island of Malaita, the gory 
doings of whose inhabitants outvie | 
the wildest fiction. 

Accerding to the story told to the 
Sydney Press by the officers of H. 
M. S. Cambrian, Mr. and Mrs. Lon- 
don were stranded on the reef for 
two days and two nights, during 
which time they were surrounded by 
the canoes of the hideous man-eaters. 
The novelist was fully armed, as were 
the crew of the Minota, but the sav- 
ages were so treacherous and numer- 
ous that watch night and day had to 
be kept to avert surprise and a] 
hideous death.

Estimates of Their Area Greatly Re- 
duced of Late. \ 

Following close on tne reports of 
widespread havoc from forest fires, 
more destructive and extensive than | 
for several seasons past, comes the! 
startling announcement that, instead | 
of the eight hundred or one thousand 
tnillion acres of forest land — with 
which Canada has been credited, she } 
has only about one hundred mullon | 
acres of merchantable timber, that | 
is, timber that is fit for pulpwood! 
or saw-timber. 

This, at least. is the estimate of 
Dr. Judson F. Clark, whose general, 
knowledge and wide practical exper: | 
ience of the subject entitle him to} 
rank among the first of Canadian | 
forestry experts. In addition to serv- 
ing for several years as forester to 
the Provinee of Ontario, Dr. Clark has 
had several years’ experience in the 
timber business in British Columbia, 
in addition to considerable service 
under the U. 8. Forest Service. Dr. 
Fernow, head of the Faculty of For: 
estry of the University ot Toronto, 
is not quite so pessimistic, placing 


Canada’s area of merchantable — tim- 
ber at some two hundred million 
acres. a 


How far this removes Canada’s tim- 
ber supply from the ‘inexhaustible’ 
stage in which Canadians have so 
been accustomed to place it may be 
readily surmised. It must moreover, 
be remembered that the world’s de- 
mand for timber is yearly increasing 
while the sourees of supply are year- 
ly beeoming more restricted. In al 
very few years Canada will stand al- 


most alone as oa timber-exporting 
country—alone, at any rate, on this 
continent, 


The imperative necessity, therefore, 
of husbanding this country’s timber 
wealth is at onee apparent, and it is 
9 necessity that epnnot be met by in- 
dividual effort. To meet the ense, 
there must be nection by the govern- 
ments, both federal and provincial, 
in the direction of the conservation 
of the timber wealth in their posses- 
sion; fortunately, by far the greater 


proportion of it is still in their 
Nands. ‘This must mean more ade 
auate protection of existing forests 
from fire and the introduction of A 
avetem of scientific forestry. which 
will bring about sueh treatment of 
the forests as will ensue their pre-
